These houses sorva a3 refuges when the 
villa‘re is attacked by neishourio: tribes, The 
people form part of the Coijari tribe, with the 
ohief of which cur correspondent hyd an intor- 
view, Hoe states :—“ ‘The village is: nearly sur- 
rounded by snuar-cana plantations and bananas, 
Someof thia cane ia 15 foot lon! Ifthoae peoplo, 
with their primitive ideas of agriculture, can 
produce such cane, what will scientific agrioal- 
turists be ablo to do when they briug all the re- 
souroaa of our civilization to bear on the land? 
Theso Robhertoom natives aro’ very,, diffarent 
from the Molt tribe at Port, Morvsby,,:, Tho lat 
tor ave the very inonrnation of infornalgo andrels, 
Thieves from their oradies, they will smile at you 
and steal your syehrowa without your knowing 
it. Thoso ialand oatives huve uo religion, yet 
one’s property ia eaored amon them. If you 
drop anything an| thoy find it, you will hare it 
returaed to'youimmodiately, ‘Theyare far mora 
amoral than Enropesns, Any breach of the 
marria 7 Ine is panishad with death.
